KI'.VGSTON, Jamaica. Nov. 9, via 

Holland Bay, Nov. 12.— Torrential 
rains, oausinp; sorioii.'i Hoods, liavo 
lallon lierc since la.'st l''ii(la.\-. The 
downpour conliiuics, llio daily I'all 
averagiUK ten iiu'lu-.s. In one day the 
precipitation amounted to tlurloi-ii 
inches. Railway and electric car op- 
erations have ibcen completely di.sor- 
ganlzed, and telesrai)hie coinnumica- 
tlon Is possible with the western i)iirt 
of the Island only, .with the remainder 
cut off, the land lines having been 
prostrated and the stations of the 
cable companies l)adly damaged. 

i.Many ca.ses of drowninK are report- 
ed, while the projierty danuige Is In- 
calcula hie. ('niiiniiinicatlon from point 
lo iioint on thi> coast is pn.ssible only 
by boat, owiMt; lo tile faiiiiro of tlin 
leli',c;r'aph and tcle|)liono wii'cs. De- 
tails of tlic lianiat,'!'^ done in interior 
are not yet available. l'"roin the 
nitagre facts obtained It Is known 
that landslides have occurred throush 
the north, and that in the northeasti^rn 
section of the Island railroad 'bridges 
had been washed away and tunnels 
blocked, completely stopping all rall- 
ruad movements. It Is believed that 
train service in the northern portion 
cannot be n'Ocwed before two weeks.

— Expert ovi- 
deni-'i- and testimony of the men on 
the Job failed to a^ree in the lirsl 
day's sitting- of the inqiu'St on the llt- 
teeii \-ietinis ot Wi'diu'sday's street ear 
accident. l'''rom 4 o'clnclc until 7, Cor- 
oner Jeffs and a Jury llsloiied to a re- 
cital of facts regarding the runaway 
of -^he death-dealing lumber car down 
the' Central Park grade before Its col- 
lision with the crowded pas.senger 
coach. 

Tho courtroom was crowded with 
lawyers, for not only were the B. C. 
Electric Railway company and the re- 
latives of tho victims of the accident 
represented by counsel, but the city 
of Vancouver and tlie municipality o! 
Sou til Vancouver iiafl also delegates 
present. 

Hrakeman Burrow s, a young man of 
thii-ty, told a remarktibly straightfor- 
ward and <'lear story of the accident, 
soine features of which .set at deliance 
the rules laid down by the chief tech- 
nical expert, David Inches. Burrows 
related how his electric train, preced- 
ing tho passenger car up the grade 
had dropped its last car, the Ill-fated 
lumber Hat on the main line, and had 
gone on a switching errand. Burrows 
stayed on the luml,)er lar, according 
to llie company's rule, having set the 
lu'iike anil placed a block of wood 
under a wheel to kei'p it from slipping 
down tile f,'rade. Burrows swore lie 
sta.\-c-d al)oard all tlie lime. AVhen tlic 
loeiunntive returned Thirrows and the 
coniiuclor assisted In coupling and 
both looked at it and s,aw that the 
car was perfectly coupled. Locomotive 
pulled the car up the grade four yards 
!ind then the coupling parted. Bur- 
rows said he felt himself going back 
Immediately. He ran iind set the 
brake as hard as he could, but the 
speed became more accelerated and he 
junyied off before the car reathed the 
trestle-. lb' ran along, following the 
car, .and saw tli.' collision occur. 

Davul IrulHs, car exijert, said he 
eNuuiiuiMl coupling's and found lh(>m in 
Iierfei-l (.|-dei-. if tile ear cduiiliiih' had 
beiui p.-rfc'Cllv made it was impossible 
that it could ha\e parted. He could 
not umlerstauil how the coiii)liiig ])art- 
c-d lu re, tliouKh he admitted to a jury- 
man that 111.' had lieard of cases where 
the parting of coupling had been un- 
explained.' There was not the slight- 
est fracture of tho metal, and from a 
mechanical point of view he was pre- 
pared to say If the coupling was nmde 
and held wdiile the car moved a foot 
or an inch up gr.ide It would become 
more llrnily cmipleil tlu' ni'xt inch or 
foot. I'ars often missed coupling, ami 
a Inimp mlKht release the handlirake, 
.and allow the car to start down hill. 
Il<- addi'd that the accident would 
nexau- li.avi' occurred had the air brakes 
on the car been connected and in use. 

The Inquest was adjourned until 
next Monday.

Lesson til: ..WK/ Do Railways Issue 
Bonds 

Two or tlirce years ago -when the 
C. P. R. were planning some of the 
branch lines they have since com- 
pleted, they went to .jiarliament and 
obtained authority to issue bonds 
which should bo a "Urst lien" upon 
those lines; that Is, a first mortgage. 

The C. P. R. did not mortgage these 
lines because there was any necessity 
for doing so. It had, at the time, a 
cash surl^lua on hand ot flome $15,000,- 
000; and a yiear ago this cash surplus 
had risen to U8,000,000 (C. P. R. an- 
nual report, 1908). Moreover, It had 
on hand unissued shares readily sale- 
able at 140 and . 'Upwards; that Is, a 
<100"^C. P. 'R. share .was worth on the 
market from $140 up. They have sold 
at as high as $190. 

It was not necessary to issue bonds 
on these lines, but it was desirable. 
Why? 

Because that was the cheapest way 
to get the money. The C. P. R. has 
to pay only 4 per cent on its .bonds. 
To Its shareholders It pays 5 per cent 
and. In addition, an annual dividend 
from the proceeds of Its lands. Fur- 
ther than that It Is the custom of the 
company to give Its shareholders, 
from time to thne, certain privileges 
In connection with new issues which 
are equivalent to substantial bonuses. 

Making every allowance for the dif- 
ference in market price, raising money 
from first, mortgage 'bonds means that 
tho company will have a lower rate, 
ot interest to pay than it would if It 
r.alsed the money from the sale of 
shares. When it wants to raise money 
to Improve lines already ibonded, or to 
increase their- ^equipment, then' it Is- 
sues share.'?. 

Altogether the C. P. R. was bonded 
tor -5155.279,043 up to Juno 30, lUOS; 
and this amount has since been in- 
creased. (C. P. R. annual report, 
mOS). This is on the lines owned by 
the company in Its own name; IC all 
the lines owned by subsidiary com« 
Iianles be Included, the amount will 
bo much greater. 

With the air of one making .a groat 
discovery, "IToncHt John" says that 
the C. X'. R. prairie lines arc ot no 
value to us as security because there 
is already a mortgage upon them for 
some $1-5,000 per mile What will he 
say of the value ot the C. P. R. when 
he discovers that there is .a mortgage 
upon its lines for 5:153,000,000? What 
can ho think of tho parent Grand 
Trunk -company which has a mortgage 
on its lines of more than $100,000,000 
per mile? (Report of the Department 
of Railways, 1908.) 

Lesson IV: The Not Value of a Rail- 
way 

Ho.v may we estimate the net value 
of a railway, over and above all Its 
bonded Indebtedness? 

I. Sometimes by knowing what ha.s 
been paid tor it, or offered for It by 
another railway company. The .-V. R. 
i& I. Is a prairie line running south- 
west from Leth'bridge, Alberta. It is 
bonded for $37,063 per mile. Last 
year the C. P. R. paid $2,000,000 to 
secure a sufficient number of shares to 
control the road. So that In tho opin- 
ion of the C, K R. the railway was 
worth not only the $37,063 per mile 
.for .which it was mortgaged but also 
at least $2,000,000 more. This may 
throw some light upon what the C. N. 
R. prairie lines are worth. (See C. 
P. R. annual report, 1908.) 

Again, in 1904, when the .mileage 
owned by the C. N. R. , was less thn n 
one-fourth what it will have when Its 
British Columbia line Is completed, It 
was offered for Us property over and 
a'bove all bonded Indebtedness $25,- 
000,000, 'by another transcontinental 
railway company. That was for the 
railway alone and did not Include the 
land grant. 

Estimating Value From Revenue 

The annual surplus of the C. P. R. 
after paying all working expenses and 
all interest upon Its bonded indebted- 
^cs8, is more than $20,000,000. (Sec 
C. P. R. report, ' l.Sbs.y. This does not 
Include the: revenue-; from lands. And 
It is yearly increasing.

OTTAWA, Nov. 12.— The auditor 
general's report contains an acriinonl- 
ous correspoiiiience lietwecn the audi- 
tor general ,'ind tho Transcontinental 
Railwiiy Commission on the subject o 
classillcatlon In rock cuttings. In the 
contract lield liy .M. P. and ,1. T. Davis 
an Iteih appeared "excavation in foun- 
dations, rock" at $4.50 per cubic yard. 
It appears that the roclc was solid, and 
a verbal arrangement had been made 
by the engineer in cliai'ge and the con- 
tractors, whereby work ot this char- 
acter sliould be ijaid for at thrice the 
contract price for rock excavations. 

The correspondence, which begun in 
July, laOT, by July, IOCS, had devel- 
oped into a display ot inten-st by the 
auditor general in tlie iirices for rocK- 
cutting on the whole system. Hy IflOa 
the auditor general had got the I'natter 
advanced to the trcasurv board, which 
ruled In his favor that the cominlssion 
had not the authority to change the 
price In the manner adopted. Ho fol- 
lowed this up by asking If Instances 
had occurred "In which the ciuantltles 
tire increased or the classillciition al- 
tered so ;is to entiiile the contractor 
to obtain what would amount lo a 
higher rate , than that shown In the 
specillcation." The commission re- 
ported by passing a resolution; "Re- 
solved, that in the opinion of the com- 
missioners, the Inriuirv of tho auditor 
general In the form in which it has

riuiry of the auditor general is con- 
sidered imiiroper and offensive, and 
should not now be answered." 

The aiidiloi- general, In tin- end. ob- 
Itiined from the commission an ad'mis- 
sion that certain irrcRularlties htid 
occurred, though it inslslei] that no 
advantage to the contractm- had en- 
sued. 

Another performance of the iiudltor 
general's was his charge that two 
senators, whose names are suppressed, 
"were each paid his sessional indem- 
nity of $2500. less n deduction of $15 
per day for each sitting day over tho 
lilti'cn alUnved, although the former 
was only iwo davs in atteiul.ance 
January 20 and 21, and the latter only 
one day, January 21." 

The elfect Wiis tlitit one senator got 
$2,020 for two diiys' attendani-e, and 
one got $2,005 for one dav's .-ittend- 
ance. Tho reply in effect was that 
these senators were entitled to draw 
their Indemnity on this basis.

Tho local system is siniidy that the 
rules of tho exchange allow traders to 
flU contracts \yith lower grades of 
wheat at a Jjenalty} tha:t*ls,i'Whlle con- 
tracts call for No. 1' Northern wheat 
to nil, the seller may deliver 'grades tis 
low as No. 3 -Northern at a stipulated 
dl.scount per bushel to tlu\ buyer. Un- 
der the present i'ules of the Chicago 
exchange, contracts must be lllled 
with tile standtird grades of spring or 
winter whaat, ;ind none otlier. The 
(.^ilcago .system makes cornering very 
easy when compared with the local 
sy.stem, under which a corner Is prac- 
tically Impossible.

The last liscal year 
ended on March 31, 1909, and therefore 
the misrepresentation consists in any 
attempt to palm off upon the elector- 
ate a report ot one year, for that of a 
later year. Its misstatement, in the 
first instance, might have been the re- 
sult of Inadvertence; tlie rep'etltirm of 
It, and the addition to it th;it Its lig- 
ures -wore for the last fiscal year, for 
^vhich there are no ofHcIal flgur.iiis

taught by political Soolallsts. The- 
oretical Socialism is lovely; but like 
many lovely aspirations, it is impos- 
sible of r(mli-<:q,tlDn while humanity is 
as it is. It may be ideal; but unhap- 
pll.v, men are a long way from being 
ideal. But the spirit which finds ex- 
pression in political Socialism Is very 
real, and It Is gaining In strength -lii 
the United Kingdom; and tlio British 
problem \a not how to repress it, but 
how to direct It into safe channels, 
for it is useless to talk of repressing 
it. A serious problem cannot be dis- 
posed of by calling {t''by a hard name; 
Indeed, It may tiiereby bo_ rendered 
v.-istly more dlfBcuIt. Punch has not 
helped the situation by representing 
Soclallani as a rutlian; because thereby 
tiio Socialists, who know they are not 
ruffians, are embittered, and their op- 
ponents are led to look at them in a 
false light. 

We have spolicii of what ma\- haii- 
pen If the Lords reject the Budget and 
the Conser\'atives win at the general 
election; btit there is another nsiiect to 
the case, wlilch is of more Importance.

The good sense of the British people 
win show itself ecnml to every problem 
that arises; but let no one suppose 
that l;he problem now, before them to- 
day Is to be dispos.Ml of by tho adop- 
tion or rejection of the Budget, or by 
the retention or aliolitlou of free trade. 
The re.al <pieslion is a socisl question, 
iind may lie stated thus; What is to 
be till' relation of tin- mass of tho ])eo- 
ple to the stall' V The broadening of 
tlie franchise, the spread of education, 
and aliove all, the British Instfiicl of 
liberty and eciuality, of fair play and 
individual rights, will supply the an- 
swer, although, before it la given, 
many things may happen.

breast of every navnl officer: 'I wish 
the nation would giva the money to re- 
pair and restore Its A'ictory to her form- 
er condition, as she wa.n when she led 
the van on that fateful day long ago, 
and bring to her the Nelson treasures 
now scattered about, so that when tho 
sons and daughters of tho empire visit 
England the Victory should be one of 
tho great sights to be seen." Tlie gal- 
lant commander does not know, it is 
pointed out, "that his wish Is being em- 
bodied In this letter, but it gives great 
pleasure In Canada that the son of .Sen- 
ator Macdonald of British Columbia, 
who did so much to bring the magnifi- 
cent province of British Columbia into 
tho Dominion of Canada, l.s today the 
commander of His .

The ten special constables asked tor 
by the residents of ilazelton, together 
with ammunltloa and supplies auin- 
clent for twenty m'sn,''wer9 forward- 
ed yesterday from Prince Rupert on 
thp steamer Conveyor, on which they 
\yill travel up tho Skeena as far aa 
possible, and thence proceed to Hazel- 
ton, where tho unrest now apparent 
among- the redskins of the neighbor- 
hood have aroused the fear of the 
\vhltea. 

Chief Constable Vicker.s, of Prince 
Rupert, wired Superintendent ni' I'ro- 
vinclal Police F. S. Hussey tha't tlie 
men had been sworn in and under the 
leadership of an experienced man had 
left for the scene of trouble. 

The feeling Is growing among the 
whites at Hazelton that the charges 
against the sl.\ Indians held for the 
theft of government s'tores, should be 
proceeded with at once, so that iC 
convicted or sent up for trial they can 
lie removed from tho district. So long 
as they are held at Ilazelton the pos- 
slblll'ty of a raid to rescue tiiem will i 
bo entertained by the Indians. If out 
of tho way there would bo one cause 
of disturbance removed while prompt 
action in either proving their guilt or 
Innocence, would do much to allay the 
excited condition of the reds. 

A message from Chief Constable 
Mai'tland Dougall, at Hazleton, to tho 
department here yesterday, stated that 
tho situation remained quiet, and 
there had been no overt acts on the 
part of the Indians. Constable Mal't- 
land Dougall has been instructed to 
keep the department posted dally on 
tlie situation, and tho fact that he, an 
I xiierlenci'd officer, has not sen't down 
any sensatinnal reports, Indicates to 
the jii'ovincial iiolice department tluit 
many of the reports have been more 
or less exaggerated. At the same 
time th(> action in sending In more 
.Hpeclal con.s'tables indicates that the 
department Is determined to be ready 
ill case rtf trouble, while the presence 
f)f more men fully armcfl and sworn 
to administer tlu^ law v;\\\ have a re- 
assuring effect on the timid minded 
among the whites.

He was given a wax eandb' in honor 
of t;od and a iir-nny In honor of the 
king, and hift alone to .spend the night 
ill prayer. 

In the morning he was dad in rich 
apparel with a pair of golden spurs 
lian.ning from tin; bill of his sword. 
Tile rlubt spur was buekletl on b.v a 
lioer of the highest rank and the left 
by the senior knlglit. 

The candidate tlien knelt and the 
king drawing his sword, struck him 
liglilly on (be shoulder, saying: "Arise. 
.Sir William" or whatever might bo the 
name. This is the only part of the idd 
ec'iomon.N- retained in modern times. 

The king then embraced the knight 
with the words: "Be thou a good and 
truo knight." Ho was then led Into the 
chapel where lie laid Ills sword on the 
altar. 

."V curious ceremony now took place. 
The cook holding his cleaver In his hand 
challenged the uni|j-med knight's riglit to 
wear the spu^s and only allowed him 
to pass when he had paid liim a foe. 
If In after years the knight should dis- 
grace himself the loss of his spurs by 
this same cleaver was the penalty paid- 

The old ceremonies aro no longer per- 
formed but still the order Is preserved 
and so, long a.s those who wear its doc- 
oratlorr and hear the title are worthy 
It serves a good purpose.

It Is abundantly clear that, to win 
the Ijloerals must, carry elt^ier Vic- 
toria or Vancouver. '■•Victoria is coni 
l>letely lost owing to the fatuous con 
duct of Mr. Temple'man, whp has con- 
cerned himself more with punishing 
frii^uds of mine than with building: up 
himself and winning back to' his sup- 
port disgruntled Liberals. 

Vancouver might easily be own 
The Dominion election ao year ago 
showed clearl.v that the Liiberals are in 
!i. majority there. The conibined vote 
of Jlr. Melnnes and myself exceeded 
that of Mr. Cov.^an by several liun 
dreds, and practically all my support 
ers wore Liberals. There, was only 
one way for Air. Oliver to win Van- 
couver, and that was tn break away 
from the. corrupt gang Who ha^■^■ con- 
trolled the Liberal party' there' for 
many .years.

If 1 
were there next month 1 would' 'do the 
same thing. I did so because I be- 
lieved that If the Liberals got into 
power by carrj-lng Vancouver . with 
the help of the corrupt gang alluded 
to, they would steal all the loose assets 
of the firovince.

from London, and Gl days from the 
Tasmanian port. The .Max had an 
uneventful voyage. I'-rencli vessels 
usually cover the longer route via 
Tasmania when en route to this coast 
to secure further mileage from the 
French government, which pays a 
subsidy according to the distance 
sailed.

Morley liuii been mayor during the 
years, 1908-7., Diu-ing thi.'se terms two 
money ' byrlaws had Ijcen passetl, 
amounting to JSG.fiOU. in the two fol- 
lowing years, when Mi: ilorley was 
not in ollice, the ratepayers of the city 
bad passed money by-laws amounting 
to $1,318,000. That meant lliat for 
every dollar voted diu'ing Mr. Morley's 
regime ?15 had been voted since li-.i 
went out of ollice. These ligures could 
not mean stagnation in the city. They 
did not seem to lmi)ly that the rtite- 
payers were much in favor of civic re- 
form. 

The Railway Policy. 

Mr. Thomson tlion went on the deal 
with the McBride railway policy. Ho 
tlid not anticipate that the inovince 
would over be called upon to pay ouc 
ci;nt of tlie gii.arantee. As a proof at 
his argument, he read :i telegram from 
the Hun. Colin I'anipbell, attorney- 
general of tlu: province ■-)! .Manit(jlKi, 
\vlilch ran as follows: 

".Mr. Itolilin is absent from tlu' city 
in Now York. In r(;ply to your in- 
quiries, would say that the province 
has guaranteed over twenty-three mil- 
lions, and this Indirect liability has 
nvver -cost the province one dollar, 
nor is it at all likely to affect our 
credit, nor that oi: any ot the munici- 
palities. The stoclt quotations fully 
verify this. . This policy has develop- 
ed the province, resulting In construc- 
tion of over twelvt3 hlindred miles of 
railroad, giving the pebple a much- 
needed service, largely reducing Ireiglil 
rates to the 6.Vttlors, ojiening up and 
developing new ti^ridtories. not oidy 
hi'i-e but in tlie adjoining pr-ovinc<s. 
Tills policy has ln'i'n sn popiihii- and 
the demami so urg'ent lor constriu-tion 
that the (,:. N. It. now has I he largest 
mileage in the province.

.Maiii'lobii's revi'ime was only ?TUO,00U 
all deri\'ed from ilireci la.xatlon. Mani- 
ti>ba had no laniis, no timber or min- 
eral resources such as were possessed 
by Rritish Columbia. The lands ut' 
^ianitoba had been alienated to tlie 
Hudson l.^ay Company to the C. P. R., 
and to the Domlnioh governmont. In 
I^ritlsh Columbia the people owned 
'their timber. Mineral and laml. Wvery 
dollar which fills province guai'anti;ed 
would be spent in British Columbia, 
and ho was perfectly assured that tlie 
province would never have to pay a 
cent out.
